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Summary 


World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  continued  to  rise  in  1970  and  s*et  a  new 
high  of  9 5 769  million  pounds,  compared  with  9,386  million  produced  in  1969. 
Total  exports  rose  to  3,^33  million  pounds  from  3,123  million  in  1969;  however, 
total  imports  dropped  to  3,351  million  from  3,367  million  the  previous  year. 
Small  gains  in  production  and  trade  are  anticipated  for  1971. 


World  production  of  tallow  and  greases  in  the  major  producing  countries  con- 
tinued to  rise  in  1970  and  set  a  new  high  of  9,769  million  pounds.     This  rep- 
resented a  k.l  percent  increase  from  1969  and  was  25  percent  larger  than  the 
1961-65  annual  average  of  7,836  million  pounds. 

All  major  producing  countries  recorded  gains  over  1969  except  Argentina, 
Brazil,  and  New  Zealand.     The  United  States  showed  the  largest  absolute 
increase  of  278  million  pounds,  followed  by  Canada  with  hh  million,  the 
European  Community  (EC)  with  31  million,  Australia  with  25  million,  the  United 
Kingdom  with  22  million,  and  the  USSR  with  11  million.    Argentina  recorded  the 
largest  drop  of  36  million  pounds.     Brazil  was  second  with  12  million  pounds 
and  followed  by  New  Zealand  with  k  million.     Other  producing  countries  showing 
small  declines  included  Peru,  Austria,  Finland,  Norway,  Portugal,  Poland, 
Czechoslovakia,  and  Yugoslavia.

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North  America.     Production  in  this  area  rose  to  6,009  million  pounds  from 
5,682  million  for  1969.     The  United  States,  Canada,  and  Mexico  accounted  for 
most  of  the  gain.     U.S.  production  set  a  new  high  of  5,^7^  million  pounds  and 
■was  up  5.U  percent  from  the  1969  figure  of  5,196  million.     Production  in 
Canada  rose  to  hOJ  million  pounds  from  363  million  for  1969  and  the  output  in 
Mexico  totaled  86  million,  compared  with  82  million  for  the  previous  year. 

South  America.     Tallow  and  grease  production  dropped  to  606  million  pounds 
from  6U3  million  for  1969.    Argentina  and  Brazil  accounted  for  most  of  the 
decline  while  small  gains  were  recorded  for  Colombia,  Paraguay,  Uruguay,  and 
Venezuela. 

Europe.     Production  in  Western  Europe  was  1,^25  million  pounds — up  k.2  percent 
from  the  1,367  million  produced  in  1969.     Gains  in  the  EC,  Denmark,  Sweden, 
Ireland,  Switzerland,  Spain,  and  the  United  Kingdom  more  than  offset  declines 
recorded  for  Austria,  Finland,  Norway,  and  Portugal. 

Output  in  Eastern  Europe,  excluding  the  USSR,  was  estimated  at  198  million 
pounds — down  slightly  from  the  203  million  produced  in  1969.    Declines  in 
Poland,  Yugoslavia,  and  Czechoslovakia  offset  gains  estimated  for  Bulgaria, 
Hungary,  and  East  Germany.     Production  in  the  USSR  was  estimated  at  670 
million  pounds,  compared  with  659  million  produced  in  1969. 

Oceania.     This  area's  production  was  up  3.0  percent  from  1969.     Output  in 
Australia  rose  to  528  million  pounds  from  503  million  for  1969,  while  produc- 
tion in  New  Zealand  dropped  to  213  million  from  217  million  for  the  previous 
year. 

Production  Outlook.     World  tallow  and  grease  production  in  1971  is  expected  to 
continue  its  upward  trend  but  the  percentage  gain  is  not  expected  to  equal 
that  of  1970.     Output  is  expected  to  rise  in  all  continents,  resulting  from 
the  slaughter  of  more  animals,  except  for  South  America — particularly 
Argentina — and  possibly  Eastern  Europe,  due  to  reduced  hog  slaughter  caused 
by  feed  shortages  attributed  to  an  unfavorable  growing  season. 

Trade 

World  exports  by  the  major  producers  during  1970  totaled  3,^33  million  pounds, 
compared  with  3,123  million  for  1969.    Gains  were  recorded  for  the  United 
States,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Canada,  USSR,  Denmark,  Belgium- Luxembourg, 
and  Uruguay.     Countries  showing  drops  from  the  previous  year  included 
Argentina,  West  Germany,  Fyance,  and  Yugoslavia. 

U.S.  World's  Largest  Exporter.     The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  world's 
largest  exporter  of  tallow  and  greases.     Shipments  in  1970  totaled  2,192  mil- 
lion pounds,  compared  with  1,87*+  million  in  1969  and  the  1961-65  annual  aver- 
age of  1,777  million.     However,  the  U.S.  share  of  world  trade  represented 
only  6k  percent  of  total  exports  last  year — down  significantly  from  the  71 
percent  for  the  1961-65  period.    As  a  percentage  of  domestic  production, 
exports  last  year  rose  to  hO  percent  from  36  percent  for  the  previous  year. 
Combined  exports  from  the  major  U.S.  competitors — Australia,  Argentina,  New 
Zealand,  Canada,  and  West  Germany— accounted  for  30  percent  of  world  trade  for

Exporters'  Markets  for  Tallow.     The  major  markets  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases 
during  1970  were  Japan,  the  Netherlands,  India,  UAR  (Egypt),  Spain,  South 
Korea  and  Pakistan.     The  principal  foreign  markets  for  Australian  tallow  are 
Japan,  the  Netherlands,  Republic  of  South  Africa,  and  Pakistan.     New  Zealand's 
major  foreign  outlets  include  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  Japan,  and 
France.     Canadian  shipments  are  destined  mainly  to  Japan,  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  States.     West  Germany's  shipments  were  virtu- 
ally all  to  other  members  of  the  European  Community  (EC). 

Export  Outlook.    World  exports  during  1971  are  expected  to  increase  slightly 
from  1970.    Rising  domestic  production  is  increasing  supplies  available  for 
foreign  shipment.    Market  prices  are  expected  to  strengthen  somewhat  from 
current  levels  due  to  increased  demand  for  products  manufactured  from  tallow. 

World  Tallow  Imports .     World  imports  of  tallow  and  greases  in  1970  totaled 
3,351  million  pounds,  down  slightly  from  the  1969  level  of  3,367  but  substan- 
tially above  the  1961-65  annual  average  of  2,5^8  million.     The  larger  imports 
recorded  for  the  Netherlands,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  West  Germany,  the  United 
Kingdom,  UAR  (Egypt),  France,  Pakistan,  Mexico,  and  South  Korea  were  offset  by 
reduced  takings  by  other  countries,  particularly  Japan,  Spain,  Italy,  Ghana, 
India,  and  Turkey. 

Japan  World's  Largest  Importer.     Japan  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest 
importer  of  tallow  and  greases,  accounting  for  one-fifth  of  total  world  imports 
during  the  last  3  years.     This  country's  imports  in  1970  totaled  625  million 
pounds,  compared  with  711  million  in  1969  and  669  million  in  1968.     This  market 
is  the  major  foreign  outlet  for  U.S.  tallow  and  greases,  and  in  1970  its  pur- 
chases represented  20  percent  of  total  U.S.  export  shipments.     The  United 
States  continues  to  be  Japan's  principal  supplier,  accounting  for  7*+  percent 
of  that  country's  total  imports  for  1970,  compared  with  72  percent  for  1969 
and  86  percent  during  the  1961-65  period.     Increased  competition  from 
Australia,  Canada,  and  New  Zealand  has  reduced  the  U.S.  share  since  the  mid- 
1960'  s. 

The  Netherlands  is  the  second  largest  importer  in  the  world,  accounting  for 
about  10  percent  of  the  total  in  1970.     This  country's  imports  last  year  rose 
to  3^2  million  pounds  from  258  million  for  the  previous  year.     The  United 
States  is  the  major  supplier,  but  its  percentage  share  of  the  market  has 
trended  steadily  downward  from  Qk  percent  for  the  1961-65  period  to  a  1969 
low  of  3^+  percent,  despite  a  small  upward  turn  in  1970  to  58  percent. 

India  was  the  third  largest  world  importer  of  tallow  and  greases  in  1970,  fol- 
lowed by  Belgium-Luxembourg,  West  Germany,  Spain,  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy, 
and  the  UAR  (Egypt).     The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  principal  supplier 
in  the  above  countries,  with  the  exception  of  the  United  Kingdom.
